The  Agricultural  Marketing  Adnini  strati  on  announces  thc,t  it  intends  to 
purchase  salted  creanery  "butter  (fresh  or  storj::ge)  f'.nd  that  until  fur- 
ther notice,   offers  for  the  sale  of  this  product  nay  he  suhnitted  so 
as  to  he  received  "by  the  Purchase  Branch,  Agriculture;!  Mfirketing  Admin- 
istration not  Ici.ter  than  11;  00  Aili.   (EWT)  on  each  Wednesday  beginning 
October  21,   1942, -for  acceptance  not  later  than  the  following  Friday. 
Offers  i.iust  "be  subnitted  i»n.th  an  origintd  and  four  (4)  si^.;ned  copies 
on  forr.i  PbP  1020,   copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,   together  vdth  An- 
nouncenent PSC-1020.     A  tolerance  of  1^3  in  pounds  vdll  be  permitted 
in  the  totJ-l  quantity  contracted -for  delivery  but  no  Cci,rlot  shipment 
shall  be  less  than- the  ■  minimum  carlot  for  the  •  clfissif  icc'tion  territory 
in  xirhich  the  ■ 'shipment  originates  and  in  no  case  less  than  24,000  pounds. 

All  butter  for  delivery  to  the  F.S.C.C.  shall  be  ref dy  for  grading  on 
the  d;,te  indicated  in  the  offer,,  which  date  shtill  not  be  later  thc-.n  tv^o 
weeks  after  the  Wednesday  for  which  the  offer  is  submitted.  .  Please  note 
that  grr'.ding  c.nd  v/eight  certificate  dated  not  more  th;i.n  two  v;eeks  in 
advance  of  the  Wednesday  for  \i;hich  the  offer  v/as  submitted  is  acceptable, 
provided  VniX  such  butter,   after  grading  end  weighing  shall  be  kept  under 
proper  ref riger^-tio^t  and  Sanitary  conditions  until  the  tine  of  delivery. 

It  shc--.ll  be  inc;ambent  upon  the  vendor  to  arrtJjage  with  the  ^i.M.A.  for  the 
grc  ding,  of  the  butter  prior  to  delivery.     The  quality  and  vieight  of  the 
product  shall  be  e-"-idt  need  by  certificates  issued  by  the  iigri cultural 
Marketing  Administration  rnd  all  grading  and  v/eighing  costs  shall  be 
pf.id  by  the  vendor.     The  vendor  should  be  sup^^lied  v/ith  the  originc.l  and 
three  copies  of  the  grading  and  weight  certif ic;..te. 

Before  nriking  the  test  vieight,   the  scale  should  be  tested  to  determine 

that  it  is  accur;  te.  '  This  test  sliould  be  made  at  zero  and  at  the  fifty 

pound  m;  .rk.     Sc?,les  vrhich  ;  re  not  sensitive  to  at  le;  st  one-quarter  pound 

should  not  be  used  to  nf^Jce  official  test  weights.  •  Scales  sensitive  fron 

one-eighth  to  one-sixteenth  ^^ound  are  preferred,    -^it  le;.st  one  packf.ge 

selected  by  the  grader  fron  each  churning  shall  -be  used  in  naking  the 

weight  test.     The  butter,   exclusive  of  the  container,   should  be  placed 

on  the  scale  vrith  the  circlt- s  c..nd  liners  but  vdth  the  excess  salt  renoved. 
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Before  recrrding  the  test  weight,  deduction  must  "be  n£.de  for  tlie  circles 
and  lintTS.     The  circles  and  liners  for  tulD  pii-cked  "butter  woif^h  on  an 
averr.pe  .2  nz,  vrhen  dry  or  damp,  and  three  nz.  v^hen  vret.     Liners  for  butter 
cubps  wei^h  nn  an  average  of  3  oz.  if  dry  nr  dc'np  and  4  nz.  vrhen  wet.  '/hen 
wei^:ht  tests  c^re  made  nn  "butter  packed  in  TDf'-rrels,   ten  or  more  of  the  "b;  r- 
rel  liners  should  "be  weighed  together  in  order  tc  .ascertain  the  proper 
weipiht  t'^  deduct  fnr  liners.     Test  \^rei|G;hts  Should  "be  recorded  in  full  pounds, 
one-hald  pounds,   or  one-quarter  pounds;  if  the  test  vrei^^iht  does  nr,t  fall 
r>n  a  full  pound  or  a  full  one-hald  or  one-quarter  poujid,  it  should  be  re- 
corded as  the  next  lower  one-quarter  or  one-hfdf  pound.     If  the  test  v/eight 
exceeds  the  narked  net  vreight  for  any  given  churning,  the  test  weight  for 
that  churning  mf:y  be  narked  as  "O.K."  on  the  grt-.drrs  nenorandun.     If  the 
test  ueight  for  any  given  churning  is  less  thi.n  the  nrtrked  net  weight, 
multiply  the  shortage  in  the  package  weighed  by  the  number  of  packc-ges  in 
the  churning  to  ascertain  the  total  shortage  for  that  pcT  ticular  churning. 
To  conpute  the  net  contract  weight  of  the  entire  carload  of  butter,  sub- 
trf',ct  the  tott'-l  amount  of  shortages'  for  all  the  churnings  from  the  total 
nc'.rked  net  weight  for  all  the  churnings. 

The  butter  deli-'z-ered  shall  meet,  the  requirements  for  U.  S-.  90,  U.  S.  91, 
U.  S.  92  score  or  better  e,s  offered.  Eacj\  churning  of  butter  must  be  f-t 
least  forty-eight  hours  old  at  the  time  of  grading.   .  ■  ■ 

The  butter  nay  be  solid  packed  in  either  nev/  standj  rd  vro(;den  tubs,  new 
v/ooden  cubes  or  new  wooden  barrels.    Each  container  sh^dl  be  plainly  sten- 
ciled or  otherwise  narked  on-. ojie  "side  v/ith  the  luxie  qf  the  product,  net 
Contents,  churn  number,  vendor's  name  and  address,  contract  number,  ven- 
dor's lot  nur,iber  rnd  such  other  legend  as  ni^.y  be  prescribed  by  the  F.S.C.C. 
prior  to  the  shipment.     Stencils  on  barrels  should  be.  plt-ccd  near  the  top. 

In  connection  v.dt-    the  liquidated  drjnage  clause  for  late  deliveries,  each 
grc'der  shall  keep  an  accuro.te  record  of  the  date  on  which  the  srunpling 
was  req^ue-sted  by  the  ■''"endor  t.na  if  for  any  reJ>-son  the  grJ\der  is  un<-.ble  'to 
render  the  grading  service  in  time  to  pernit  the  vendrir  to  m.'ke  deli-"-ery 
on  the  date  specified  in  the  offer,  he  should  send  a  detail  report  --^f  facts 
to. this  office  giving  the  date  when  inspection  w;  s  requested,   the  date 
inspection  vras  performed,   and  the  reason  ff^r  the  delay.     This,  report  should 
be  sent  irir.iediately  j^fter  the  grading  is  actually  made. 

If  the  butter,  at  the  time  of  grading^   is  .leld  in  a  plc-jit  or  private  vrare- 
housej   e;'.ch  package  in  the  lot  should  be  strnped  vdth  a  U.  S.  D.j-^.  lot 
nur.iber  or  with  r..  "gr;'ded  for  quality"  stc-np.     The  .actu;  j  grade  of  the  butter 
should  not  be  st-^mped  on  the  container.     For  lots  vrhich  are  held  in  h  public 
v^c  rehouse,   stamping  is  n-  t  considered  essentirl. 

Certificates  shall  shov;  the  ^'"endor  i:s  the  <-:Dplicant  and  ;lso  the.  seller  c\nd 
the  Federal  Sur;plus  Commodities  Corporation  as  the  receiver  or  buj'-er  v^hen 
this  fact  is  knovm.     Certificates  should- Is o  shov;  the.  FSC  contrr.ct  n\inber 
vhen  t]iis  is  laiovni.     Vhen  storage  .butter  is  greded,   the  storage  lot  number 
should  ;  Isr;  be  ^-.Iven.  ■  " 
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The  niiraber  of  packr.cces  in  e:-,ch  churnirifT  should  "be  shov/n  r^^n  the  cert  if 
icate  and  a  notation  should  "be  nade  on  the  certificate  to  the  effect 
thc't  the  test  vreif-^hts  ^iven,   are  after  the  v^ei^-ht  of  the  circles  Lnd 
liners  has  "been  deducted.
